
ORDINANCE NO. 34 An Ordinance relating to disorderly conduct. 
The President and Trustees of the village of Hokah do ordain as follows. 
SECTION 1. 
Any person, within the corporate limits of the village of Hokah, who shall engage in any 
brawl, fight, riot, disorderly conduct or become intoxicated by voluntary drinking 
intoxicating liquors shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall 
be punished by a fine not less than five (5) dollars nor more than twenty-five (25) dollars, 
and cost of prosecution or by imprisonment in the county jail not less than ten (10) days 
nor more than forty (40) days. 
SECTION 2. 
Any ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with the provisions of this ordinance 
are herby repealed. 
SECTION 3. 
This ordinance shall take effect and be in force from and after the 11th day of May A.D. 
1903.
